City, Attorney General are close to settlement

(Special ANP Writer) 

A Romulus debt may be resolved. 

The State Attorney General s 
office and the City are close to 
agreement on how to dispose of a 
$1.7 million debt relative to the Ci- 
ty’s water and sewer debt funds. 

' In a letter dated July 8, Robert 
Hammell, a consulting attorney. 


advised Romulus Mayor William 
Oakley regarding the possible 
agreement: 

“All parties present agree that 
the approximate figure in question 
(debt) was $1,700,000. The State 
personnel agreed that they would 
permit the City to credit against 
that amount the debt service re- 
quirements paid in fiscal year 1982- 
83 and 1983-84 from the City’s 10 mill 


general purpose Charter tax limita- 
tion. 

“These two figures amounted to 
approximately $1,149,000. 

“In addition, the City was to se- 
cure from Wayne County the 
$314,000 of surplus bond proceeds 
held, I believe, in one of the Dow- 
nriver bond issue accounts, and this 
was to be applied against sewer 
debt service. 


“This brought the total credits to 
approximately $1,463,000." 

This leaves. Hammell pointed 
out . a balance of $237 ,000 owed . This 
amount could be paid off through 
the City’s standing taxing struc- 
ture. 

If resolved, it would answer a 
question posed by City Council 
members through State Rep. Ed- 
ward Mahalak who requested the 


Attorney General s opinion on 
whether Romulus could continue 
the 3 to 4 mill levy for water and 
sewer debt service after the voted 
time for that millage had expired. 

The approved 3 to 4 mills had been 
operable for about 20 years and had 
a limitation of 20 years to pay off 
outstanding water and sewer bond 
issues. It was supposed to have ex- 
pired in 1978. 


In early 1982, State Attorney 
General Frank Kelly ruled that the 
City could continue to levy for water 
and sewer debt to pay that year's 
debt service requirement. 

Upon a City Council member re- 
quest. an audit was taken by the 
State Auditors, represented by 
John Tate, for about six months in 
1982

The communication was autho- 
rized at a July 5 Council meeting. 

There has been some public con- 
cern that the Cable TV has not been 
in operation yet. Councilman Barry 
Baumann asked for a progress re- 
port from Barden TV.

Barden has applied and received 
okays on all of their permits to the 
Telephone and Detroit Edison, 
Clerk Cantrell said.

The wheels of political machin- 
ery, prodded by an irate public to 
fight two possible dumps, made its 
first motions at a special meeting of 
the Huron Township Board Friday 
night. 

The first motion, unanimously 
supported, was to amend the budget 
to include discussion calling for a 
special election for the purpose of 
asking for the establishment of a 
Professional Defense Fund “for the 
protection of the health, safety, and 
welfare of the Township of Huron ' 1 . 

The second motion directs the 
Clerk to investigate the procedure 
of calling a special election to levy 
special millage to finance the De- 
fense Fund. 

How much the levy will be is un- 
certain . It could be as high as 2 mills 
over a two year period. This could 
amount to a tax of $185,000 per year, 
for a total of $370,000. 

The action Friday was in re- 
sponse to events at a meeting last 
Wednesday evening. 

Rumors of imminent requests for 
approval of two dump sites in Huron 
Township packed the Town Hall at a 
regular board meeting. 

A camera crew from WXYZ-TV 
was on hand , acting apparently on a 
tip, along with about 150 residents 
armed with questions and bristling 
with protests. The little hall nor- 
mally seats 40. 

In reality, the subject was not 
listed on the agenda. A representa- 
tive of one firm known to be propos- 
ing a dump site was at the meeting, 
however, as an observer. He re- 
quested minutes of the meeting 
later. 

To accommodate the public’s in- 
tense interest, the administration 
and the Board decided that the mat- 
ter should be treated in a public

hearing format. 

The hearing lasted more than two 
hours. Positions were stated, 
accusations made, and tempers on 
occasion flared. 

Huron Township, some 36 square 
miles, does not now have any 
dumps. 

A former quarry area, once clas- 
sifed as a dump, is now used for 
residue of ashes, located at South 
Huron Drive off Will Carleton.

Human Services Inc already 
operates three homes ol this nature 
in Westland, Wayne, and South- 
gate. 

The homes supervise youths \sho 
have been abused and neglected 
Thev range in age from 12 to 17 
Typically, they are referred 
through the Wayne County Depart- 
ment of Social Services A youth 
may come froma natural home or a 
foster care home 
Michigan Human Services Inc is 
a private non-profit corporation 
with funding from the state It oper- 
ates with about 6 25 minimum full- 
time staff at each house supervising 
fi youths, with 2 workers on duty 
during waking hours 

All of the youths in the two 
prospective homes in Romulus will 
be attending school

It was found that about $17 mil-

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Huron school district budget 
hiked for added expenses

Huron School board amended its 
1983-84 school budget by $136,247 
bringing the total budget to 
$6,213,058. 

An increase in projected enroll- 
ment in community education, 
causing expenses were given as the 
reasons for the budget amendment.

Reacting angrily to reports of the 
imminent sale of Wayne County

Announcement of the proposed 
action was made by Dennis Nys- 
trom, a spokesman. for the CEO. 

Nystrom told reporters that a 
number of offers had been made to 
the Executive’s office and that, be- 
cause of continuing losses over the 
past years, a decision had been

The Trenton Senior Citizen prog- 
ram. which only recently indicated 
Huron would continue to run their 
community education program, is 
the reason for the expense.

The vote was 4-1. 

A Bus bid was awarded to Waltz 
Garage and Great Lakes Coach for 
a total of $92,978.63. 

The chassis will be delivered by 
Waltz Garage and the bodies from- 
Greak Lakes Coach, for a total 
price of $22,777.66 each for three 65- 
passenger buses. 

A 35-passenger orthopedic bus 
will cost $24,645.77. The buses will 
be paid for on a 5-year finance plan. 

Authorization of coaches for fall 
athletics was given in a unanimous 
vote.

Arraignment set 
for Heissler-Frye 


Greg Heissler and John Frye, co- 
defendants in the murder of Dixie 
Cobb of New Boston, are scheduled 
for arraignment and pre-trial at the 
City County Building in Detroit 
Thursday. 

Much of the activity will involve 
paperwork, and it is possible the de- 
fendants will not even be brought to 
the Prosecutor’s office. 

The Prosecutor may ask for a 
guilty plea from Frye in return for a 
reduced charge , to assure there will 
be no acquittal. 

Frye has been arraigned on the 
same charges as Heissler : first de- 
gree murder (premeditated); and 
first degree criminal sexual con- 


duct (CSCl) which is essentially 
murder committed during act of 
rape. 

It is unlikely that any plea- 
bargaining will be conducted in the 
matter of Heissler. 

It is likely that the Prosecutor will 
ask for the consolidation of the two 
cases into one trial but it in all prob- 
ability will not be granted on behalf 
of defendant Frye. A separate trial 
is the likelihood. 

The date for trial will be set at 
Thursday’s hearing. 

Dixie Cobb, 41, was murdered at 
her residence in New Boston in the 
early morning of June 20.

Huron, police OK contract 


The Huron police contract was 
unanimously approved by the 
Township Board at a regular meet- 
ing last week. 

The contract calls for a 2 percent 
increase for full-time and part-time 
officers retroactively effective 
from April 1, 1982. 

It also provides a 5 percent in- 
crease for full-time officers effec- 
tive April 1, 1983. 

Part-time officers will receive $7 
per hour as of April 1. 

The four full-time police officers 
had ratified the agreement by a 
vote of 3 to 1. 

The Board’s approval ends a 
year-and-a-half stalemate over the 
wage aspects of the last two years of 
a three-year open-ended contract. 
The initial contract, agreed to in 
April, 1981, provides the wage for 
the first year but left the last two 
years open to negotiation 

In other business, the Flea Mar- 
ket ordinance governing the Flea 
Market in New Boston was 
approved unanimously by the 
Board. 

Supervisor Haener, in his report. 


noted that he and Deputy Super- 
visor John Chihan are currently in a 
search for a full-time building in- 
spector and ordinance enforcement 
officer. 

In other matters, Treasurer Chris 
Gamber made a motion that the 
Huron Township Board become a 
member of the Huron Chamber of 
Commerce. The .vote was unani- 
mous. 

Gamber also brought up for dis- 
cussion the proposal of having a 
part-time Animal Control Officer. 
The full-time position was abo- 
lished April 13. 

Supervisor Haener replied that 
he thought the responsibility could 
be handled with available per- 
sonnel. 

“I’ll come back on it,” Gamber 
smiled. 

Haener replied that if he finds out 
that he does not have sufficient per- 
sonnel to cover the responsibility 
*\ . I ll be the first to come back 
on it.” 

In other business, the Board

Beverly students reassigned to Cory School 


Ninety students from the Beverly 
attendance area were assigned to 
Wick School when Beverly closed in 
June of 1982 and 110 students were 
assigned to Cory 

The consolidation of Beverly and 
Cory elementary schools brought 
forth several incidents particularly 
in the upper grades that caused 
some concern, according to Assis- 
tant Superintendent Terrel 
LeCesne 

By May there had been several 
parental complaints from both 
communities that suggested the 
transition was not going well 


LeCesne recommended that a 
committee be established to ascer- 
tain how well things were going for 
all students at the school The com- 
mittee was called the Cory School 
Climate Observation Committee It 
was composed of Dr James House 
(Leadership Development Consul- 
tant for Wayne County Intermedi- 
ate School District) Mr Jason 
Lovette (former high school prin- 
cipal. citizen and school board 
member) Mr Donald Morris (local 
resident, businessman and parent) 
Mrs. Gloria Chandler (former 
school board member, citizen and 
parent). 


None of the committee members 
are presently involved with Cory 
School 

Their task was to visit the school 
individually and spend time observ- 
ing and talking to students in the 
classroom, cafeteria and play- 
ground They would also talk to 
teachers, principal and other school 
personnel Their purpose was to de- 
termine whether there were any 
widespread feelings of alienation or 
resentment among the students, 
teachers and other school personnel 
and how well the children have ad- 
justed to each other 

Dr House presented the commit- 



tee’s report at the board meeting on 
July 11 and members of the com- 
mittee were in attendance to 
answer questions. Areas needing

could have been prevented if there 
had been adequate preparation and 
orientation of staff and students to 
the many changes. 

At Central Michigan 


Mrs. Byrd. Mrs. Colemen and 
Mrs. Edwards were present repre- 
senting parents from the Beverly 
attendance and requested a meet- 
ing with Dr William Bedell con- 
cerning the implementation of 
these recommendations. They did 
not appear satisfied and Edwards 
questioned why no one from their 
group was placed on the committee 

Bedell explained that it would be 
counter-productive to have parents 
who were emotionally involved on 
the committee. “ 

At the close of the discussion 
Chandler summed up the feelings 


and observations of the committee 
by saying ‘ we are trying to make 
next year a better one for all kids* 

Consolidation between Wick and 
Beverly apparently was carried on 
with no problems, school officials 
stress. A spirit of cooperation ex- 
isted among the students, staff 
members and parents. 

However, Bedell promised that 
there would be more orientation be- 
tween students and parents being 
transferred from one school to 
another and staff members, pa- 
rents and students at the new 
school.

City dragged feet on Block Grants 


Beverly McAnally . Romulus City 
Treasurer and contender for the 
mayor’s post in this fall s elections 
was sharply critical of recent coun- 
cil action that denied further con- 
sideration and assistance to two 
community-based requests for 
Block Grant funding 

The Romulus Civic League and 
Romulus Little League had been 
earlier approved by Council to be 
included for Block Grant assist- 
ance. 

Communications from VVavne 
County Community Development 
Block Grant Coordinator. Terrence 
Jarvis, left the door open for mod- 
ifications that according to a memo 
from City Grants Coordinator. Pat 


Hogan , could provide sufficient in- 
formation to rationalize the use of 
the money.” 

A memo from Mayor William 
Oakley indicated a possibility that 
the money could be allocated to the 
organizations if the Council so 
directed The City Council voted 
three to two with two abstentions 
not to pursue the matter further 

At issue was an allocation of 
$2,500 each to the two community- 
based groups to assist them with 
their activities A motion by Coun- 
cilman Barry Baumann, supported 
by Councilman Allan Lambert, to 
request the mayor to pursue the re- 
quired information to meet regula- 
tions went down in defeat 


In some respects. I don t blame 
the Council, said McAnally The 
matter was doomed from the start 
Due to administrative mishandling, 
deadlines were ignored , documents 
filed prior to hearings and decisions 
made before the opportunity for 
community input 

In my opinion . the final vote was 
a mockery. " she continued 
Everyone played their role and 
the public was hoodwinked into 
thinking that they had a part in the 
decision-making when the deci- 
sions were already cut and dried 
The mayor had his no’ votes in line, 
so. with the two abstentions, the 
matter was dead, to all appear- 
ances Actually, it could be re- 


viewed it the council wished 
Amendments can be filed for up to 
six months 

I know that the post office, to 
which $45,000 has been proposed for 
site improvement, has been one of 
the Oakley campaign promises for 
three campaigns and I am sure he 
would sacrifice a lot to produce a 
building at election time But, the 
fact is that the postal authorities 
have not yet made a site selection 
and are expressing concern about 
indications of soil contamination at 
the foundry site. McAnally con- 
tinued. It seems irresponsible 
to me to think about putting $45,000 
of Block Grant monies into a site 
(See GRANTS Page A-14)

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Landfill construction has residents fuming 


It was often loud, but the im- 
promptu public hearing on Huron 
dump sites ended calmly. 

During the more than 2-hour ses- 
sion last Wednesday, two trustees, 
two members of the administra- 
tion, a state representative, a chair- 
person of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, and a dozen residents 
spoke to the issue 
Supervisor A.J Haener opened 
the session by reading a letter from 
a developer of a solid waste dump 
proposed for Sibley and 1-275. 

The letter indicated that Lyon De- 
velopment Company would be will- 
ing to put a landfill at an alternative 
site, on South Huron Road and Bell 
Road, if the township would agree 
In an entirely separate matter of 
another proposed dump, for hazar- 
dous waste, at Will Carleton and I- 
275 at the other end of the township 
near Monroe. Haener outlined the 
legal procedure the firm. Environ- 
mental Management Systems, Inc., 
must follow. 

The Supervisor indicated that one 
of the procedures will be the estab- 
lishment of a nine-member com- 
mittee to approve or disapprove. 
The township will have four votes 
on the committee, he said.

“One more item I would like to 
bring up,” he continued “Huron 
Township has an ordinance that 
- says that anybody that can come 
. into Huron Township must meet 
this ordinance, must be granted 
permission to do so. 

“This was formulated by our 
Planning Commission and it was 
approved by our Township Board . . . 

l“...My reasoning... is that we’ve 
going to have a fight on two fronts . . . 

“...I don’t think we are advocat- 
ing them (dumps) but I do say that 


this Lyon’s outfit is the Cadillac of 
the industry I think too, that 
whether we would like to admit it. 
and I’m sure there are people 
around here that would admit that 
we have a moral obligation, not only 
to ourselves but to the communities 
to have a landfill at sometime ...” 

Trustee Gary Bates asked per- 
mission to express an opposing 
viewpoint 

Bates spoke of his involvement in 
the year-long opposition to the solid 
waste landfill site at Sibley and I- 
275. and then said: 

..as far as the moral obligation 
to accept a dump in our community, 
I that that’s bullroar I think that’s 
honest-to-God bullroar 

Bates outlined the two proposed 
sites One for solid waste and one 
for hazardous waste. 

Bates interpreted Lyon Develop- 
ment Company’s agreement to 
change sites as admission that they 
have been defeated on the first site 
because of the seagull issue. 

“There must be a reason for 
that,” he said. “They must be half 
way beat or well being beat already 
on the thing.” 

“And I think we have to hold the 
line,” he continued. 

“...I think we got a serious moral 
obligation (to fight)...” 

Trustee John Puskar then spoke 
on the matter. 

He told the audience ‘ ‘to be aware 
of the fight that is before us. 

“And not think it might be $7 (cost 
of a special tax levy). ...(the cost) 
comes closed to every household 
putting up $2,000.” 

Puskar estimated that it might 
cost as much as $250,000 to fight on 
one site, and another quarter mil- 
lion dollars on the other. 

“We’ve got to go to the people. 
That’s my key. If we are going to 
fight this. And the people are going 
to have to vote for a couple of mills 
to come up with the money. 

“It’s my feeling that a lot of 
money is going to be needed for 
these lawsuits. And people are 
going to have to be aware of it, be- 
cause the community does not have 
a quarter or a half-million dollars 
for professionals.

- “Being somewhat familiar with 
the process of how long it takes any- 
thing to go through the State Legisl- 
■ ature, perhaps 5 years from today, 
whoever the governor is, would sign 
the moratorium, or some amend- 
ments to Public Act 641. 

Tt could happen sooner but we 
don’t know that and in the mean- 
time the Michigan DNR and the 


Wayne County Solid Waste Com- 
mittee have the total say over 
where that landfill is going to go 
I think what I am trying to ex- 
plain to these people is that there 
are seven people sitting up here 
with our hands tied, that we don't 
want a landfill, anymore than you 
do.” she concluded 

Her remarks concluded general 
statements from the Board and the 
administration 

A member of the audience re- 
marked that he did not get the im- 
pression that the Board was solidly 
against the dumps 

Another asked Supervisor Haen- 
er why he met with the Lyon De- 
velopment Company representa- 
tive. 

Haener replied: 

Well, it’s very simple. I think I 
have tried to explain this That, ev- 
erybody is talking about money and 
I think that if we have to have a 
landfill, we don’t have enough 
money to defend this thing on two 
fronts. 

“Certainly the hazardous landfill is 
the one we want to fight, and fight 
all the way because that is bad. it is 
dangerous, hopefully we can get 
Ash Township into the act, because 
those people do not have city water, 
all of their water is well water ...” 
he said. 

Quite an exchange ensued from 
the audience asking what the 
township board and administration 
have been doing to fight the dumps 

Doris Davis, chairperson of the 
township Zoning Board of Appeals, 
then Spoke from the audience: 

“I would like to tell the people of 
the township where their landfill 
stands. As it’s in Layman’s letter, 
the application for the permit was 
made before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

“It was made before us. We had 
our public hearing. We in turn have 
referred it to the Planning Commis- 
sion and it has it under advisement 
as is your ordinance and you have 
gone behind all of our backs and 
gone to Layman and cut a deal. 

“...You yourself (Haener) 


appointed me to the Zoning Board 
but you go behind our back and cut a 
deal, you and Mrs Carey. 

Let me go through the rest of the 
ordinance for these people. Once 
the Planning Commission finishes 
it then they make the recommenda- 
tion to the Board, then the Board 
sends it back to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and your ordinance says 
the Zoning Board of Appeals issues 
the permit or doesn t and I have 
never been told what you are doing 
nor have the other people You two 
are doing it yourself 

Peter Glaab, a New Boston 
businessman, received the floor 
and, midst much shouting said: 

“When we make false accusation- 
s I have been as concerned about 
this dump as anybody in this room 
And I have been checking around 
also And I’ll tell you what, when 
people attack this kind of a project, 
they don’t tell everything they’re 
doing. They don’t give it away be- 
cause you know it’s a game of 
strategy. 

Let’s try to be rational about 
this. If we re not rational tonight, 
they ’re going to be out building that 
dump tonight and we re going to be 
in here arguing amongst each 
other,” Glaab said. 

Perhaps the most striking state- 
ment from the audience came from 
Jerry Clark, a township resident: 


‘‘If we’re not rational 
tonight, they’re going to 
be out building that 
dump tonight and we’re 
going to be in here 
arguing. . .” 


“I live across from the dump site, 
the new one, on Sibley. You talk ab- 
out everybody getting in and fight- 
ing the dump. I have been fighting 
the dump for over a year. 

“I can tell you about information. 
I’ve been fighting the dump, my 
wife has been fighting the dump. 


"Wayne County's got 11 years of 
dump sites. They don t have to have 
one more dump site to dump their 
garbage. I went through all of 
this... I got 3 or 4 hundred dollars 
worth of telegrams. 

"It all sounds good, everybody 
can sit here and wonder. My kid's 
got 6 or 7 allergies, I brought this up 
a year ago. The Health Department 
said tough' 

"The only thing that stops this 
dump site now is that the law states 
it must be within 10.000 feet of a run- 
way. Where the Sibley landfill is 
now is 10,341 feet. 

“I'll tell you something that’s 
really cool. The people that mea- 
sure it out is BFI (Browning-Ferris 
Industries, parent of Lyon Develop- 
ment Company), the landfill peo- 
ple. No one here has taken an exact 
measurement. BFI did. 

"Now we stopped them with the 
seagulls because they will hit the 
planes and cause damage. 

“Who put up $250,000 to run a test 
to stop the seagulls? BFI did. 


“I could go through this for days. 
My wife's got letters. 

"I'll tell you. The only way is to 
do your best . This is going to be here 
or you can stop it...” 

Carter’s remarks were followed 
by another resident who has been 


active the past year against the Sib- 
ley road dump site, Dennis 
Glasgow: 

"One more point has to be made.

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE OPERATION OF FLEA MARKETS 
AND OTHER OPEN OUTDOOR CASUAL SALES AND TO PROTECT THE 
HEALTH. SAFETY AND WELFARE OF THE PEOPLE OF THE 
TOWNSHIP OF HURON BY THE ESTABLISHING OF CERTAIN LICENS-' 
ING REQUIREMENTS REGULATING THE OPERATION OF A FLEA 
MARKET OR OTHER OPEN OUTDOOR CASUAL SALE WITHIN THE 
TOWNSHIP OF HURON; TO ADOPT STANDARDS FOR THE ISSUANCE 
AND REVOCATION OF SUCH LICENSES TO PROVIDE FOR THE ADMI- 
NISTRATION OF THIS ORDINANCE AND PENALTIES FOR ANY VIOLA- 
TION THEREOF 

It Is Hereby Ordained By the Township of Huron. Wayne County, State of 
Michigan: 

SECTION 1 SHORT TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be referred to as the Flea Market Ordinance 

SECTION 2 PURPOSE AND OBJECTIVE 

Pursuant to authority of Public Act 1945, Act 246 as amended, it is the 
purpose of this Ordinance to protect the health, safety and welfare of the 
people of the Tow nship of Huron bv regulation of the business of operating a 
Flea Market or other casual sale conducted in whole or in part outside a 
building so that the outdoor gathering of persons and vehicles are controlled 
and parking provided so that adequate safety and sanitary facilities are 
maintained by the operator thereof, so that overnight camping at such Flea 
Market is prohibited, so the hours of operation are regulated, and so that the 
public peace is preserved 

SECTION 3 DEFINITIONS 

(a) “Flea Market” or “other open outdoor casual sale’ shall mean any 
facility from w hich members of the public at large are allowed to conduct the 
activity of sale, barter, trade and or exchange of goods, second hand articles, 
antiques or other tangible personal property from outdoor or partially out- 
door stands, counters, pavillions. tents or buildings when such activity is 
conducted at the facility more than 3 days per calendar year 

(b) Garage Sale”, “Attic Sale”, Lawn Sale” or Rummage Sale” shall 
mean the sale of any new or used personal property w hich sale is conducted on 
or about the premises of a private residence or in a residential area as defined 
by the Huron Tow nship Zoning Ordinance by the ow r ner or occupant thereof or 
w ith the permission of such owner or occupant and which sale is open to the 
public 

<c) * Flea Market Operator” shall mean any person, firm or corporation 
who owns or leases and has control and possession of the premises at which 
the activity of flea market is conducted 

SECTION 4 LICENSE REQUIRED 

It shall be unlaw ful for any Flea Market Operator to conduct the business of 
a Flea Market unless a license is obtained therefor as provided hereunder 

SECTION 5 APPLICATION FOR LICENSE 

Any person, firm or corporation desiring to conduct a flea market operation 
shall file a written application with the Township Clerk on a form to be 
furnished by the Township Clerk The applicant shall accompany the applica 
tion with a tender of the correct permit fee as hereinafter provided and shall in 
addition furnish the following 

(1) The type of ownership of the business i e . whether individual 
partnership, corporation or otherw ise 

(2) The name, style and designation under which the Ilea market op- 
eration is to be conducted 

1 3 ) The business address and all telephone numbers where t he business 
is to be conducted 

(4) The following personal information concerning the applu am it an 
individual, and concerning each stockholder holding more than 
lo of the stock of the corporation, each officer and each director, d 
the applicant is a corporation . and concerning the partners mclud 
ing limited partners if the applicant is a partnership and concern- 
ing the manager or other person principally in charge of the opera- 
tion of the business 

( l > Name, complete residence address and residence telephone 
numbers 

< ii » The two previous addre>ses immediately prior to the present 
address of the applicant 

(iii) Written proof of age 


(iv) The business experience of the individual, including but not 
limited to whether or not such person has ever had a business 
permit or license denied, revoked or suspended and the reason 
therefor. 

(v) All criminal convictions other than traffic violations fully dis- 
closing the jurisdiction in which convicted, and the offense for 
which convicted and the circumstances thereof 

(5) The applicant shall furnish information as may be required by the 
Police Department. Fire Department and Building Department of 
the Township relating to the location where the operation shall be 
conducted. Such information shall include the type of construction, 
arrangement of stalls and aisles, location of electrical wiring, loca- 
tion of exits, location of fire equipment, location of parking lots 
showing the number of usable spaces, location of sanitary facilities 
for the use of persons on the premises, as well as such other relevant 
information as the Police Department . Fire Department and Build- 
ing Department may require 

(6) Written declaration by the applicant , under penalty of perjury , that 
the foregoing information contained in the application is true and 
correct, said declaration being duly dated and signed in the 
Township of Huron 

SECTION 6 CONDITIONS OF LICENSE 

No Flea Market License may be granted pursuant to this Ordinance unless, 
the following conditions have been satisfied or unless the condition is waived 
by the Township Board of Trustees for good cause show n 

(a) No signs advertising a sale regulated by this ordinance shall be 
placed on public property or within the public right-of-way or on any 
utility pole or on any private property, except that one (I) sign 
advertising the sale may be placed on the property of the owner 

(b) The license authorizing such sale shall be displayed in some prom- 
inent place, clearly visible from the street . at the location where the 
sale is being conducted 

(c) Sales regulated by this ordinance shall not be conducted in tempor- 
ary structures. 

(d) No sales regulated by this ordinance shall be conducted in Public 
Parks 

(e) The minimum area of the site shall be twenty-five thousand (25,000) 

square feet with a minimum street frontage of one hundred (100) 
feet I 

( f ) A five ( 5 ) foot fence or wall shall be constructed along the rear and 
sides of the lot. capable of keeping paper and other debris from 
blow ing off the premises 

(g) A Flea Market shall provide suitable health sanitary and toilet 
facilities 

<h> Lighting shall be installed in a manner which will not create a 
traffice hazard on abutting streets or a glare or direct illumination 
on to adjacent properties. 

( i ) Off-street parking areas shall be paved or hard-surfaced or have an 
acceptable substitute surface 

(j) No over night camping or camping in campers, mobile homes, 
tents or motorhomes shall be permitted upon any premises where 
such Flea Market Sales are being conducted 

SECTION 7 LICENSE FEE 

A license fee in the amount of Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars shall 
be paid to the Township of Huron at the time of submittal o! the application for 
a Flea Market license, w hich license shall continue in effect from the date of 
issuance until December 31 of that year 

SECTION 8 ISSUANCE OF LICENSE 

Upon receipt of the Application for License, the Clerk shall refer the same to 
the Fire Department. Police Department and the Building Department who 
shall review the same and determine whether the conditions of this Ordinance 
have been complied with and whether all other pertinent existing state and 
local fin* safety and building regulations have been satisfied Thereafter a 
written report thereon by each agency shall be submitted to the Clerk 

After consideration of the reports submitted by the above agencies and 
after review of the Application submitted and any other pertinent informa- 
tion the Township Clerk shall issue the license if all provisions of this Ordi- 


nance have been satisfied. 

The Township Clerk shall deny issuance of the license if any provision of the 
Ordinance is not complied with and shall immediately notify the applicant in 
writing of the reasons for denial The application shall be either approved or 
denied within thirty ( 30) days of receipt of the application unless the Township 
Clerk can clearly demonstrate the need for additional time for review. 

SECTION 9. EXEMPTIONS. 

The following are exempted from the regulations of this Ordinance. 

(a) Persons selling goods pursuant to an order of a court of competent 
jurisdiction 

( b ) Persons acting in accordance w ith their powers and duties as public 
officials 

(c) Any persons conducting a garage sale, attic sale, lawn sale or 
rummage sale, as defined in Section 3 hereof 

(d) Any sale regulated under any other provisions of the Ordinances of 
the Township of Huron 

(e) Any bonafide charitable, eleemosynary, religious, educational, 
cultural or governmental institution, provided, however, that the 
burden of establishing the exemption under this subsection shall be 
on the organization or institution claiming such exemption. 

(f) Auction by lawfully qualified auctioneer 

SECTION 10 LICENSE REVOCATION 

The Township Clerk shall have the power to revoke the license granted 
pursuant to this Ordinance at anytime for any of the following causes: 

(a) License holder committed a fraud, misrepresentation or false 
statement contained in the application for license 

(b) License holder committed significant violation of this Ordinance 

(c ) License holder conducted business in an unlawful manner or in such 
a manner so as to constitute a serious and significant breach of the 
peace or a serious and significant threat to the health, safety or 
general welfare of the public. 

SECTION 11 APPEAL FROM DENIAL OR REVOCATION 

Should an applicant be denied a license or should a license holder have a 
license revoked, he may appeal that action to the Board of Trustees by 
submitting a letter to the Township Clerk’s office Such appeal must be filed 
within ten (10) days of the action complained of or the applicant or license 
holder waives his appeal rights. A hearing on the denial or revocation will 
then be scheduled for the next regular meeting of the Board or a special 
meeting to be held within fifteen (15) days of the appeal. The Board will 
render a written decision on the appeal within ten ( 10) days of said hearing 

SECTION 12 SEVERABILITY 

The various parts, sections and clauses of this ordinance are hereby de- 
clared to be severable If any part, sentence, paragraph, section or clause is 
adjudged unconstitutional or invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the 
remainder of the ordinance shall not be affected thereby All other ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance are. to the extent of such 
inconsistencies, hereby repealed 

SECTION 13. PENALTIES 

Any person, firm, group, corporation, or organization violating any of the 
provisions of the ordinance shall upon conviction thereof, be subject to a fine 
of not more than Five Hundred ( $500 00 ) Dollars or imprisonment for a period 
of not more than ninety (90) days, or to both such fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the Court 

SECTION 14 EFFECTIVE DATE 

This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days after publication in the 
legal newspaper

shock. Endorphins are morphine- 
like substances produced within the 
body and secreted into the blood- 
stream when the body enters a 
stressful situation The places of 
secretion are numerous; however, 
the adrenal glands are among the 
most significant. As the name sug- 
gests, endorphins act like morphine 
and during shock they depress the 
heart. 

In the laboratories, experiments 
are conducted to counteract the 
effect of endorphins by treating 
animals (dogs and monkeys) with a 
drug called Naloxone. Naloxone re- 
verses the shock situation and in- 
creases the animals' survival rates 

Each day Anjanette works in the 
laboratory from 8 a m to 5 p m , 
operating on dogs and monkeys by 
performing * femoral cutdowns.” 
They then bleed the animals in 
order to put them into shock and 


subsequently treat the animals with 
Naloxone Their blood is then rein- 
fused and their wounds are sewn 
During the entire operation, sever- 
al parameters are monitored for 
changes due to the Naloxone treat- 
ment. 

In the five weeks she has been in 
the program , Anjanette has learned 
a great deal . She has acquired some 
knowledge of cardiovascular phy- 
siology and she had been instructed 
on the techniques necessary to per- 
form surgery on animals 

Additionally, the SSTP program 
has given her the opportunity to 
meet students from many other 
states and professors from the 
large science departments at the 
University of Iowa It has been an 
extremely beneficial experience 
and Anjanette would recommend 
the SSTP program to any student 
considering a scientific career.

Q&A 

Q. Why are cucum- 
bers sometimes 
bitter? 

A. Some varieties 
are inherently more 
bitter than others, so 
choice of variety is a 
factor. Within a given 
variety, however, it 
appears that any con- 
ditions that place the 
plant under stress can 
result in bitter fruit. 
Drouth, high tempera- 
tures and low soil fer- 
tility are the most 
common Periodic, 
light applications of 
fertilizer, mulching to 
slow the loss of water 
from the soil and more 
frequent watering 
when temperatures 
are high may reduce 
the incidence of bitter 
fruits. 

Q. My neighbor 
says tomatoes and 
muskmelons ripen 
better if you trim off 
the leaves that shade 
the fruits. Is this true? 

A. Removing leaves 
from these plants isn’t 
a very good idea for a 
couple of reasons. The 
leaves, through photo- 
synthesis, produce the 
food (sugar) that the 
plants need to grow 
and produce fruits. 
Removing the leaves 
reduces the amount of 
food a plant can pro- 
duce and channel into 
fruit production. It 
also exposes the fruits 
to the sun. Tomatoes, 
especially, are likely 
to get sunburned. 

Q. What can I do ab- 
out corn smut? It’s 
cropped up in my gar- 
den for the past two 
years. 

A. Prune away the 
growths and burn 
them before they 
break open. The pow- 
dery gray stuff inside 
contains the spores of 
the fungus that causes 
the disease. It can 
overwinter in the soil 
and become an annual 
problem unless you 
break the cycle. Some 
varieties are most sus- 
ceptible than others, 
so changing varieties 
might help Growing 
corn in a different spot 
each year is another 
option.

Taxpayers monies 
return to Wayne 

In many ways the bridge and road repair work started this 
week on Wayne Road between Michigan Ave. and Glenwood is a 
welcomed sight for area taxpayers. 

We in Michigan have become accustomed to receiving the 
short end of federal monies compared to other states. Surveys 
have shown the State of Michigan as ranking near the bottom in 
terms of federal funds returned here. 

That's one factor which makes the Wayne Road project so 
satisfying. Federal monies, as well as state and County dollars, 
will bear most of the financial, burden of this estimated $850,000 
improvement work. The City of Wayne's share will amount to 
approximately $60,000. 

Local taxpayers will actually see firsthand their tax dollars at 
use during the next few months as construction crews repair the 
bridge at the Lower Rouge River and resurface and widen 
Wayne Road. 

Community Development Block Grant monies will enable the 
City to construct three municipal parking lots in the area, allow- 
ing for the elimination of parking on Wayne Road. High pressure 
sodium lighting will be installed thanks to an estimated $13,500 in 
Emergency Jobs Bill funds. 

Sure, motorists and local merchants will be inconvenienced 
for a time faced with detours and traffic congestion. But the 
price of this project should bring a smile to everyone's face. 

Wayne tax dollars are being returned to Wayne for the benefit 
of all those who travel along Wayne Road. Wayne city officials 
and administration must be congratulated for overseeing this 
massive undertaking. Even the fact that the City of Wayne must 
advance some of the County’s share ($35,000) to be repaid in five 
years does not diminish the accomplishment. 

It’s simply nice to see local tax dollars returned to a munici- 
pality for a badly needed improvement. 

Time for action 
on landfills 

If you were at the Van Buren Township Press Conference last 
Friday or attended the Huron Township board meeting last week 
or have been privileged to attend a township or council meeting 
when landfills and toxic waste come up. you know how frustrat- 
ing it can be. 

Local officials can’t stop the state from invading local lands 
and dumping whatever the Department of Natural Resources 
say they want to dump. 

Sometime on Thursday or early Friday morning some 5,000 to 
6.000 yards of toxic waste was dumped in the Wayne Disposal 
located in Van Buren. That disposal apparently is the only dis- 
posal in the area that has a permit to accept the waste product. 

The Van Buren incident happened while township supervisor 
George Craven was in a hospital recuperating from a hand op- 
eration. He successfully prevented the Berlin & Ferro people 
from transporting the highly controversial material into the 
township a few' months ago. 

Unfortunately. Mr. Craven and township employees and 
elected officials were not made aware of the shipment until it 
was too late to effectively act. 

Sumpter is battling the expansion of City Sand and Huron and 
has a monkey on its back in the form of Environmental Manage- 
ment Systems. Inc., and the residents and Wayne have the in- 
famous Meadows crawling with waste. 

It appears that it is a no-win situation. 

However. State Rep. Gerald Law (R-Plymouth) has cospon- 
sored a resolution that ‘would call for a one year moratorium on 
all issuance of all construction permits for solid waste landfills 
and hazardous w'aste facilities.'’ 

Although, the resolution will take some time to meander to the 
floor of the House and Senate and gain approval, Law’s bill is an 
excellent start. True, it would not help the people in Van Buren 
because Wayne Disposal already has a permit to accept toxic 
waste, but the resolution will serve notice that the time has come 
for everyone to work for a solution to cleaning up man's and 
industry's act. 

When you consider that there are, and were quoting from 
Law' s survey, “over 900 sites in Michigan where groundwater 
contamination has been caused by faulty landfills Isn't it time 
that the Legislature take approximate action? 

We believe so.

Open letter to Reagan 


Recent U.S. actions have intensified the 
movement toward direct American military in- 
volvement in a full-scale Central American war. 
We, the undersigned members of the Michigan 
Legislature, oppose all attempts by the Reagan 
Administration and Congress to further “Amer- 
icanize” or widen the scope of the current con- 
flict in that region. 

American financial support of efforts to des- 
tabilize the government of Nicaragua — in viola- 
tion of international law — have further milita- 
rized Honduras, increased repression in Nicar- 
agua, and threatened democracy in Costa Rica. 

American policy has intensified conflict along 
the Honduran-Nicaraguan border and danger- 
ously accelerated prospects of a wider war . This 
policy jeopardizes America’s real long-term in- 
terest in friendly relations with the people of 
Central America. 

American involvement in the civil war in El 
Salvador has escalated dramatically, despite 
continuing widespread human rights abuses by 
the Salvadoran government. The Salvadoran 
government has neither sought nor gained jus- 
tice for the 35,000 Salvadoran citizens, mostly 
civilians, largely killed by Tightest death squads 
since 1980 

The murderers of four American missionaries 
and two American land reform workers have 
gone unpunished, and the land reform has been 
stalled. It would be a tragic mistake for the Un- 
ited States government to tie its prestige to a 
government which has shown such disregard for 
necessary reforms. 

We call upon the United States government to 
reverse these dangerous trends in its policy to- 
ward Central America, and offer its support for 
immediate negotiations between Central Amer- 
ican parties seeking a peaceful solution to the 
problems of the region.

Jerry Maton is mad. 

The Van Buren Township lawmak- 
er is so mad he wants the State of 
Michigan to dissolve the Department 
of Natural Resources. The DNR’s 
latest ploy, Maton says, stinks. 

“I don't believe the DNR. 1 feel 
that when the state created the DNR 
they created a monster.” 

Maton’s anger stems from last 
week's unexpected arrival from 
Flint of approximately 6,000 cubic 
yards of “light toxic waste”. That 
waste, from the controversial Berlin 
& Ferro site in Swartz Creek, arrived 
at the Wayne Disposal in Van Buren 
while most of the residents and offi- 
cials were asleep. 

“I don’t know how safe this stuff 
is.” Maton says. They can tell you 
that it is safe. But I don't know. I 
don’t believe these people anymore 
and I don’t believe them when they 
tell us what the composition of this 
waste is.” 

James Truchan, a court appointed 
administrator of the Berlin & Ferro 
landfill, says that the compound 
dumped in Van Buren is waste pro- 
ducts of the manufacture of agri- 
cultural pesticides produced years 
ago by the now-defunct Hooker Che- 
mical. 

" But , ’ ' Maton continues, “they can 
lie to us about that, too. Can’t they. 
They have a monopoly thanks to the 
state laws so they now can control the 
destinies of every township and city 
in this state. 

Why didn’t the township get an in- 
junction and stop the shipment? 
Force the DNR to go to court and 
explain their action.

“Are you kidding? These people 
people are Lord over everything. 
They should disband the DNR. They 
brought this stuff in before we could 
react to their actions.” 

The township stopped them the 
first time around, earlier in the year 
when a similar shipment was en 
route, didn't it? 

“No,” replied Maton. “They had 
us then, but Mike Ferrantino, the 
owner of the disposal, refused to 
accept the shipment. That got us off 
the hook.” 

Ferrantino, indicted by a Grand 
Jury, reportedly sold his interests in 
the landfill. 

Maton said that the first he was 
made aware of the toxic shipment 
was via a letter from State Senator 
William Faust and State Rep. Ed- 
ward Mahalak who said that the 
township would be getting the Berlin 
& Ferro waste. 

The trucks were already rolling, so 
that's how quick the DNR pulled this 
one off. And, this stuff isn’t only 
going to affect us. Canton is right 
across the road. There’s a shopping 
center and also Ypsilanti Township. 
You know I only live a mile or two 
away from that landfill. If the waste 
was safe, why didn’t they use it as top . 
soil or something? 

Good question. Jerry.

: Lucas’ budget plan regarding 
! non-essential Wayne County ern- 
; ployees. 

; I decided to print up some 
; newsletters to be distributed to 

• many of the patients, residents 
‘ and township officials, all of 
! whom have been taken by sur- 
prise. 

In what looks like a possible 
merger of hospitals. Prescad 
would be referring many of its 
patients back to WCGH. the Oak- 
wood Clinic on Sumpter Rd. and 
Dearborn ’s Oakwood Hospital. It 
seems that Oakwood Clinic 
would be taking over a few of the 
Prescad Services, one being 
complete Dental care and poss- 
ibly a staff Nutritionist. 

Pediatric follow up would be 
picked up at either WCGH or 
Oakwood Hospital. The con- 
troversy here is that Oakwood 
Hospital doesn’t have Board Cer- 
tified Pediatricians on its staff, 
only resident interns but that 
could very well change if this 
move does take place. 

I foresee transportation prob- 
lems here if many of Sumpter 's 
patients have to drive all the way 
out to Dearborn. Many of them 
attend this clinic because they 
aren’t insured or can t afford 
medical services. 

There are other Prescad Cli- 
nics, one in Inkster but it doesn’t 
have an OB-Gyn. Sumpter Pre- 


scad Clinics offer a variety of 
services and on staff are Board 
Certified Pediatricians, also it is 
my understanding that the Oak- 
wood visits would operate on a 
paying basis only 

So what is to become of those 
who have no health care insur- 
ance ? A point to seriously ponder 
is the strange fact that for some 
reason no one at the clinic or in 
the township really knows who’s 
responsible in handing down the 
decision to close Prescad 

I confronted Sumpter 
Township s Supervisor James 
Reeves and he seemed just as 
surprised and confused as I was 
After placing a few calls, one of 
his staff did remember receiving 
a call a few months back from a 
spokesperson at WCGH regard- 
ing the possible transition but 
why haven't any of the patients 
been notified? 

Secrecy seems to play a large 
part in this move. Secrecy and 
fear Fear that patients might 
become angry, panicky and all 
the feedback would roadblock 
their “pulling the rug out from 
under us.‘ There remains many 
unanswered questions here and 1 
hope someone soon is planning 
on giving us an explanation. 

This Community can’t seem to 
hold onto the barest of necessi- 
ties which would aid the needy 
and their families, seeing this 
area is lacking in nearby medic- 
al professionals which are few 
and far between. 

There are some people in this 
very community that welcome 
filthy, unclean and unhealthy 
landfills while the good clean 
healthy properties are being 
scrapped behind our backs and 
I'm very angry. In speaking with 
township officials I succeeded in 
getting this matter put on the 
“County Talks” agenda that will 
already have taken place at this 
writing, so I promise to keep you 
informed on any further develop- 


ments In the meantime maybe 
there is something we can and 
should do 

Make it a point to get involved 
if you care, if not for yourself for 
those in your communities. We 
have got to stick together if were 
to get anything accomplished 

Keep in mind that if James 
Reeves is as effective at keeping 
things in the community as he is 
at keeping the very harmful 
things out of our community, we 
just may keep our clinic

The demand of working parents 
for affordable, quality child care 
has increased dramatically in the 
past decade and this trend is ex- 
pected to continue. 

Currently 50 percent of all 
mothers with children under 6 are 
in the full-time work force ;ty 1990 
that representation is projected to 
rise to over two thirds. 

In addition the percentage of chil- 
dren living in one parent families 
increased from 12 percent in 1970 to 
20 percent in 1980. 

These working parents need reli- 
able. affordable, quality child care. 
They must be assured their chil- 
dren are in an environment that 
provides stability and encourages 
development so they can concen- 
trate on their job during the work 
day. 

Recognizing the growing need for 
quality child care, the Michigan 
Women's Commission will be hold- 
ing a series of public hearings to 
examine the problem and possible 
solutions.

Do you remember Schoolboy Rowe?

This story begins back in 1940 
when a young enthusiastic 6- 
year-old boy who lived in the 
vicinity of Trumbull and Forest 
in Detroit and who at that tender 
age. already was a die-hard Ti- 
ger fan His heroes included 
Charlie Gehringer Hank Green- 
berg. Rudy York and most of all 
Schoolboy Rowe His Dad would 
take him each and every 
weekend to see his idols perform 
at Briggs Stadium and one Sun- 
day afternoon he w as in the Tiger 
dressing room much to his sur- 
prise , and w as meeting and shak- 
ing hands with all the Tigers. 

Somehow his Dad had a con- 
nection and got him into the 
dressing room area to meet his 
favorite ballplayers When he 
shook hands with him he ex- 
claimed Wow Mr Rowe you 
have the biggest hands I've ever 
seen which was quite true as 
Rowe had gigantic hands which 
could bury a baseball in it and 
make it look like he had a marble 
inside 

Needless to say it was quite a 
day in the life of this young boy 


and he hasn't forgot it to this day. 
The impressions left with him 
that day w'ould last a lifetime. 

Now w r e move to 1958 and we 
are in White Sands. New Mexico 
for the start of the U S Army's 
tourney and w f ho is one of the 
pitchers on the Fort Chaffee, 
Arkansas team but this same 6- 
year-old boy who is now all of 
5 8 tall and weighs 143 pounds 
soaking wet His team is dow n to 
tw ? o pitchers and they are in the 
losers bracket which means if 
they lose another game they are 
eliminated from the tournament 
His coach Master Sergeant 
Reyenga hands him the ball and 
says go git-em son We are sav- 
ing our best pitcher for the big 
game , if you can w in this one for 
us. we have a good chance to win 
the tournament and advance into 
the next phase of the All-Army 
tourney The temperature in 
New Mexico that August day w as 
98 degrees and the humidity was 
about the same The young boy 
from Detroit started out well as 
his team built up a 5-0 lead after 
four innings Then the rains 
came and lasted about an hour 
and after the showers it seemed 
the temp went to 101 and the 


humidity was 100 percent. 

The boy started to struggle a 
bit as he gave up 3 runs in the 
sixth inning and it w ? as obvious 
the heat w f as getting to him In 
the seventh he got out of a bases 
loaded jam by striking out the 
opposing team's pitcher on a 
slider which really moved His 
catcher said it was his best pitch 
of the game up to that point 

In the eighth inning it w as cer- 
tain he was going on guts only 
and finally walked two batters 
with one out and his manager 
came out to take him out of the 
game He handed the ball to 
Sergeant Reyenga and walked to 
the dugout his head hanging like 
he had let everyone down 

He got a standing ovation as he 
neared the dugout steps and tip 
ped his cap just like Mr Rowe 
would've done back in his glory 
years with Detroit Well, this 
story ends well as Fort Chaffee 
holds on to win but that s not the 
end 

In the dressing room after the 
game as everyone is whooping it 
up. in w alks a giant of a man , by 
now balding and a little stooped 


He shakes hands with everyone 
but saves his last stop for the lit- 
tle pitcher’s cubicle 

Up to this time the little hurler 
didn't notice this man too much 
but when he stuck out his hand he 
did ; for the giant man said Son 
you pitched a great game. My 
name is Schoolboy Row f e and I 
used to pitch for the Tigers His 
hand was a little w'rinklcd but it 
was otherwise still the same size 
as it w*as back in 1940 

I wish I could say that the little 
pitcher started to have a long 
talk with Rowe about the time he 
met him in Detroit in 1940. but the 
little guv just froze and said. 
“Thank you sir. I remember 
you.” Row r e then w r alked out of 
the dressing room as he was 
scouting for some team and had 
to be somewhere else the next 
day 

After that the years passed 
quickly and one day Mr Rowe 
left this world and the little pitch- 
er cried like a baby for he had 
lost his second father but if 
you think these ballplayers don't 
leave impressions on impress- 
ionable kids then maybe you’ll 
change your mind now Take 
heed Mr Gibson

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Detroit mayor’s recommendation goes to council 

Young wants Barden to build cable TV 


If it were up to Mayor Coleman 
Young. Don Barden, President 
and Chief Executive of the Inks- 
ter-based Barden Cablevision, 
would construct the Detroit 
Cable TV system 
Mayor Young this week re- 
commended to Detroit City 
Council that Barden be awarded 
the franchise However, there is 
still one major obstacle standing 
between Barden and the biggest 
prize in the Cable TV world De- 
troit City Council must approve 
Young s recommendation 
Young s recommendation was 
forwarded to Council on Monday 
and council must vote in Bar- 
den’s favor before the mechan- 
ism for building the cable TV sys- 
tem for approximately 470,000 
homes can get underway. 

Barden has proven to the peo- 
ple of Inkster that he can do the 
job He was awarded the local 
franchise in 1981 and within the 
year he had the system oper- 
ational. He also has the franch- 
ises for Van Buren Township and 


the City of Romulus. Van 
Buren’s system should be hooked 
up sometime this summer; 
Romulus’s before the end of the 
year 

Although some feel that the 
Detroit City Council will act on 
Mayor Young’s recommenda- 
tion before Aug. 3 — the final 
meeting before the council reces- 
ses for the summer — at least one 
councilman, Mel Ravitz. has 
publicly asked for “more time to 
study the Barden proposal and 
Mayor Young’s recommenda- 
tion.” 

One big factor that apparently 
convinced Mayor Young that 
Barden is the man for the Detroit 
job was a massive, 50-pound, 
eight-volume proposal that the 
Barden people laboriously put 
together to present to the Detroit 
Cable TV Commission. That 
year-long proposal cost Barden 
approximately $350,000. 

Where will he get the $200 mil- 
lion needed to build the Detroit 
system? 


According to reports, Barden 
has the support of a group of 
banks, including Michigan 
National Bank which reportedly 
has offered to loan the Barden 
Company about $95 million, 
while Drexel Burnham Lambert. 
Inc., a New York based secur- 
ities broker also has agreed to 
jump on the rising Barden comet 
by agreeing to sell $65 million in 
limited partnership shares to 
help finance the construction. 

In return, what can Barden ex- 
pect? 

If the potential in Detroit is 
realized, and only half of the 
homes in the metropolitan area 
hook up, it’s estimated that $86 
million would flow annually into 
the Barden coffers. However, 
Detroit would receive approx- 
imately five percent of the sys- 
tem’s gross revenues each year 
as a franchise fee. 

Barden’s proposal states that 
there would be 124 channels in 
the system that would carry a 
myriad of programs from first 


run movies to sports — you name 
it — it would be on a channel. 

Cost to the customer, who 
would have the option of three 
tiers, include: $3.95 a month, 
which would provide 36 free*’ 
cable channels, a video game 
service and would permit cus- 
tomers to purchase one addition- 
al pay channel, such as a movie. 
The second level, would cost 
$6.95 and have 61 channels and 
the third tier, at $10.95 monthly, 
would provide for 88 channels. 

Competing for the Detroit 
franchise also are Detroit Inter- 
Unity Bell Cable System and City 
Communications, Inc. 

The 39-year-old Barden, raised 
and educated in Inkster, has be- 
come a dynamic force economi- 
cally and in the world of cable 
TV 

In an interview with a local 
newspaperman, he once said:

Lucas asks county 
employees to work 

1 a four-day week 

Faced with a $38 million deficit for the current fiscal year and an 
accumulated deficit in excess of $130 million. Wayne County Executive 
William Lucas has ordered non-essential county employees be placed on a 
four-day work week, beginning July 29. 

The announcement came at a press conference Tuesday. 

Lucas has ordered that no county funds be expended, or any obligations 
incurred, for facilities, equipment or materials unless absolutely essential 
■ to the performance of county functions mandated by state laws and the 

2 County Charter, that employees not performing essential services be laid 

- off on Friday, July 29, and each Friday thereafter without compensation, 
and that those layoffs continue until the deficit is reduced to manageable 
proportions and the county has improved its ability to operate within a 

I reasonable yearly budget appropriation. 

~ “Wayne County’s fiscal troubles 

- are the legacy of years of misman- 
agement and unacceptable 
accounting practices,” Lucas 

^ noted. “We have made some prog- 
ress on these problems, but county 
government’s ability to serve the 
people, to provide for their needs 
and to meet the promise of the new 
charter is directly related to its 
ability to reduce the deficit to a 
: manageable size and to bring cur- 
rent and future spending under 
greater control 

“The deficit severely hampers 
: our ability to bargain collectively 
: with county employees. There is no 
money to put on the table ; what we 
are really negotiating is how much 
larger a deficit county government 
_ can tolerate next year.” 

Lucas rejected the idea of long-term borrowing to bail the county out of 
its financial problems, saying that such a move would only increase the 
debt service burden and does little to solve the underlying problem and 
that a tax increase is ‘unacceptable at the moment ” 

“There is no source of ready salvation from outside the county, either 
from the state or federal governments,” he said. “Wayne County must 
deal with its own fiscal problems, and county government must act to meet 
the expectations of the people who indicated so clearly in the last election 
that they want a sharp break with the mismanaged, deficit-ridden past.” 

Lucas added that if no action were taken now to reduce the county’s 
growing deficit, its employees would face payless paydays by Sept 19 and 
if not for the county ’s routine delay of payment to creditors, it would have 
difficulty meeting its July 22 payroll 

Wayne County has no choice but to solve its fiscal problems on its own, 
difficult though it may be,” he said. “If county government is ever to 
emerge from the fiscal fogbank in which it has been wandering for the past 
several years, it must act now.

There is no responsible alternative but to begin reducing expenditures

The four-day work week is expected to save the county more than $2 
million a month and will affect about 3,000 employees, including the county 
executive and his administrative staff, who will accept a voluntary 
reduction of one day’s pay a week while continuing to work five days. 

Not affected will be essential employees, including the nursing staff 
at Wayne County General Hospital in Westland and sheriff’s deputies. Also 
unaffected will be the 1 .200 Wayne County Road Commission employees, 
whose division operates under a separate budget 

The executive order came in response to a recent independent audit of 
the county, which set its deficit at $98 million as of Dec 1, 1982 and 
projected a deficit of $140 million by the end of the current fiscal year on 
Nov 30 

That audit also indicated that a large portion of the deficit, some $78 
million, is owed to the state as repayment of loans and medical prog- 
rams The state is withholding more than $17 million in revenue sharing 
funds as the result of the unpaid debt It appears that another $6 million due 
next week also will be held back for that same reason 

We recognize the difficulties this program will cause for affected coun- 
ty employees. Lucas noted, but we have an obligation as well to the 2' 
million residents of Wayne County 

Short of a tax increase or long-term borrowing — neither of which 
would solve the county s fundamental problems — the only way to do it is to 
reduce expenditures In the long run our ability to pay county employees 
fan and market wages depenes on our beginning to reduce the deficit now 
The alternatives to the temporary four-day work week are a severe 
curtailment or cessation of many county functions affecting the public 
health and safety indefinite layoffs, payless paydays and an increasing! v 
selt-destructive deficit Those alternatives are neither prudent nor in the 
best interests of our county residents

concerned with the Sibley site's pro- 
ximity to Metro Airport It could 
attract seagulls which could be 
dangerous to aircraft 

The Wayne County Committee is 
now awaiting results of a study 
being conducted at a dump site near 
Buffalo. N . Y . That study concerns a 
seagull-deterrent device being 
tested at a dump located near an 
airport. 

Lyon apparently has also been 
nettled by a group of Huron 
Township residents near the Sibley 
site who have been actively fighting 
for months with a political cam- 
paign including a barrage of letters 
and telegrams. 

One campaigner, Jerry Clark, 
says he has sent 300-to-400 dollars 
worth in telegrams to politicians 
and officials. 

The Township has also spent in 
excess of $35,000 for professional 
services, engineering and attorney 
fees, to show the possible harmful 
effects of the dump at the Sibley 
site, apparently focusing most 
effectively on the proximity of the 
site to the airport. 

It was also noted to Lyon that the 
area was “prime" Township real 
estate , located close to the New Bos- 
ton village. 

But it has been summed up, some- 
times humorously, that the birds 
are the only thing in the way of the 
dump. 

At a Huron Zoning Appeals Board 
meeting in April, a representative 
of Lyon, John Leymann, asked 
Clerk Mary Lou Carey for an oppor- 
tunity to meet with Supervisor A.J. 
Haener and her. 

It was agreed and on June 15 
Leymann conducted a tour of a 
Lyon-operated dump in New Hud- 
son, as an example, and discussion 
of an alternative dump site was 
brought up. 

That alternative dump site is 
bounded by South Huron Road on 
the north; Bell Road on the east; 
Detroit Edison Power lines on the 
south; and Rusk Road on the west. 


The night of last Wednesday's 
meeting, July 13, Township Super- 
visor A.J Haener began the hear- 
ing by reading a letter from 
Leymann. dated that day. agreeing 
to the alternative site, citing some 
conditions: 

(1) Huron Township would im- 
mediately advise the Wayne County 
Solid Waste Planning Committee 
that it supports the alternative site 
on South Huron Road; 

(2) Huron Township would send 
a letter for delivery to the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources saying 
it does not object to the South Huron 
Road site; 

(3) Lyon would want assurance 
of cooperation from the Township 
Zoning Board of Appeals and the 
Planning Commission in the per- 
mitting procedures. 

Separately to all of this entire 
matter, rumors had been heard 
since early May of another dump 
site where borings were apparently 
being made at Will Carleton and I- 
275 by a different firm. 

People began calling the 
Township and asking why. 

’Investigation of this rumor was 
pursued by the administration. 
Trustee John Puskar also began 
looking into the matter on his own 
initiative, to determine the origins 
of the rumor. 

Early last week. Associate Super- 
visor John Chihan, who had been 
making daily inquiries to the De- 
partment of Natural Resources 
with phone calls, found out from a 
representative of the Hazardous 
Waste Division of DNR that a firm 
had applied for a temporary trans- 
fer site permit (hazardous waste). 

The DNR representative told Chi- 
han that the firm had indicated in 
conversation that they would be 
back within 30 days to apply for a 
permit for the hazardous waste site 
in Huron Township. 

This was the first close-to-factual 
information that the Township got 
on the dump site. 

In this atmosphere, rumors circu- 
lated last Wednesday that at the
